A Topographi- 
cal Subsection, to be set up under the JIC, will provide thd JISPB with operating 
directives, priorities are now being established through the Topographical Sub- 
section by the Joint War Flaming Committee, 


h> JAMS 15? to be undertaken, Comdr, Bailey outlined the area to be 
covered, Comdr, BsUrqt indicated that it is possible that the Allied Geographical 
Section Studies contained as much detailed information as is available in 
Washington, Verification of this statement was called for. The general opinion 
was that In many respects it would not be practical to. proper® a complete JAMI5 
as it would involve reprinting whole studies by the AGS which are already In 
printed form. It was pointed out that the JISPB would possibly need only to re*- 
cotasend to the Joint «ar Flaming Committed that a 10- or 12-page Brief be pre- 
pared of existing material e, A further possibility indicated woe that certain 
chapter© of JAMS 15? might be published in edition to the Brief* that the 
chapters would be those on which ouch sore detailed information was available in 
Waahington than is included In the AGS Studies, 

5* Comdr. Bailey requested & thorough study of all the AOS Studies by 
the participating agencies* results of tills study are to be reported at a meeting 
in the JISPB offices at 11*30 November 23* 


6, Comdr, Deiley requested that existing materials also be checked for 


the same possibilities on the next three studios on the priorities list following 
JAMS 157. 
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?, The attention of the contributing agencies was called to the 
revised Outline Quid* for JilBIS volumes, ■ fore cooperation between agencies 
was stressed. Suggestions for changes in the Chit line Guide were called for 
and should be submitted to the JISPB as soon as possible.
